FIRST U.S, WAR ANNIVERSARY 


McAdoo .Urges Popular’ Patriotic 

Demonstrations—lInterest Rate 

and Amount of Loan Not Decided. 

WASHINGTON, March °2 (By A. 
P.).—On April 6, the first anniver- 
sary of the entry of the United States 
into the war, the third Liberty Loan 
will open. There will be a campaign 
of three or four weeks. In ann§8unc- 
ing the date Secretary McAdoo said 
the amount of the loan, the interest 
rate and other features such as con- 
vertibility of bonds of previous is- 
sues, maturity and terms of pay- 
ment, are yet to be determined and 
that new legislation will be neces- 
sary before plans can be completed. 

The fact that the amount of the

lation’ indicates that it will be for} 
more than~ $3,600,000,000, the re- 
mainder of authorized but unissued 
bonds, and the fact that certificates 
of indebtedness now being sold in 
anticipation of the loan beaf 4% per 
cent affords some indication of the 
interest rate. 

Secretary McAdoo strongly advo- 
cated popular demonstrations of pa- | 
triotiem on the day of the opening of 
the loan and the second year of the 
war. The nation already has ab- 
sorbed $5,808,000,000- of Liberty 
Bonds—$2,000,000,000 of the first 
issue and $3,808,000,000 of the sec- 
ond issue. In addition nearly $1,400.- 
000,000 of certificates of indebted- 
ness to be met from proceeds of the

The Foreign Minister made public 
for the first time the full text of a 
letter written by Willlam I, the 
grandfather of the present Emperor, 
to Empress Eugenie. The letter is 
dated Versailles, Oct. 26, 1870. 

“After the immense sacrifices for 
her defense,’’ read M. Pichon, “Ger- 
many desires to be assured that the 
next war will find her better pre- 
pared to repel the aggression upon 
which we can count as soon as 
France shall have repaired her forces 
and gained allies. This is the mel- 
oncholy consideration alone and not 
a desire to augment my country, 
whose territory is sufficiently great, 
that obliges me to insist upon the 
cession of territories that has no 


‘lother object than to throw back to 


the starting point the French armies 
that, in the future, will come to at- 
tack us.” 

After reading this passage, M. 
Pichon asked: 

“Can one better destroy the legend 
Von Hertling tries to establish that 
the annexation of Alsace-Lorraine 
had for its origin in the minds of its 
authors the wish to return to Ger- 
many German provinces of which 
she had been dispossessed by French 
usurpation ?”’ 

Bismarck Confirmed Ruler. 

The Foreign Minister points out 
that Prince von Bismarck, in sub- 
sequent conversations with the Mar- 
quis de Gabriac, the French ¢harge 
d’ affaires at Berlin, confirmed what 
his sovereign had written in his own 
hand.

William Jennings Bryan, former 
Secretary of State, stopping in St. 
Louis today on his way to Hope, 
Ark., on a lecture tour, predicted 
that nation-wide prohibition will be 
in effect in the United States within 
the next two years and that Missour! 
will be voted “‘dry” by the next Legis- 
lature, whose regular session opens 
in January, 1919. 

“Missouri will elect a dry Legis- 
lature despite St. Louis,” said Bryan. 
“St. Louis will be impotent and will, 
not be permitted to ‘count out’ the 
opponents of liquor, as has been done, 
in the past.” 

Speaks of Toronto Incident. 

Asked about his expereince in To- 
ronto, Canada, Thursday night. when 
he was hooted and heckled by re- 
turned Canadian soldiers so that it 
was impossible for him to deliver an 
address on prohibition, Bryan said: 

“T am glad you asked me about 
that. The space given to the Toronto 
incident shows one of the incurable 
faults of the newspapers. They give 
publicity to the exception rather 
than to the rule. They give space 
to assault and battery, but they have 
no room to tell about neighbors living 
together peacefully. 
the divorces, but say nothing about 
the happy families. So it was in the 
Toronto instance. The papers gave 
more space to the 65 disturbers than 
to the 6000 in the dudience who 
wanted to hear me and wanted the 
65 disturbers removed from the hall. 

“I doubt if I ever spoke to as large 
an audience in the United States 
with as few unfriendly hearers. But 
cpposition here is different and not 
like that indulged in by British au- 
diences which have a way of ‘heck- 
ling’ speakers.

As for an expense to the firms, they are 
not. For no department store in St. Louis 
would tolerate expense for employes. 

Another thing in regard to sick bene- 
fits and doctor, this is not charity. We 
employes pay every month our dues toward 
that. 

As far as the conditions being exagger- 
eted and grossly misconstrued, they are 
not. I myself have worked five years in 
one department store and am now receiv- 
ing $7 a week, but would not be getting 
that it I hadn't threatened to quit and go 
elsewhere.

THE MINIMUM WAGE. 

In adopting a minimum wage scale for their 
employes, the laundries affiliated with the Asso- 
clated Laundry Owners of St. Louis have taken 
a step that should make for stability and good will 
in their establishments. 

The principle of the minimum wage.has been 
embodied in statutes by the states of Washing- 
ton, Colorado, Oregon, California, Utah, Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota, Nebraska, Massachusetts, Ohio, 
Maryland, Arkansas. Most of the state laws ap- 
ply to women workers only but in some cases to 
workers of both sexes. The Kederal Supreme 
Court has held such laws to be constitutional. 
There is a bill before Congress providing for a 


* | minimum wage for all United States employes. 


The weekly wage of $9 which is the standard 
set for a minimum wage for working women, was 
fixed before the war, early in 1914. Undoubtedly, 
minimum wage laws enacted today would take 
into consideration the tremendous increase in the 
cost of living, and a higher standard would be set. 

Numerous investigations have shown that wages 
less than the amount required for health and 
comfort tend to demoralize the worker, male or 
female. They prevent any exercise of thrift. 
Workers paid starvation wages must live from 
hand to mouth, constantly in debt, and liable to 
be thrown into the care of charitable associations 
at any timg Such wages bring about conditions 
that result in the spread of tuberculosis and dis- 
eases due to malnutrition. They are ag menace to 
the community. 

The workers are justified in organizing and de- 
manding living wages. They are not only acting 
for themselves in so doing, but ~ posterity and 
the country. mare | 

Living wages mean greater prosperity for the 
merchant and manufacturer as well as for the 
army of workers. They mean contentment and 
happiness, good will and progress all around. 
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PRUSSIANS HEADING FOR SIBERIA. 


The doubt entertained by intelligent Russians 
and some allied leaders about the wisdom of send- 
ing a Japanese force to protect entente interests 
in a region so intimately associated with past 
Japanese imperialistic ambitions as Northeastern 
Asia is not unjustified.

A Little Experiment in Optics as 
a Measure for Co-ordination 
of the, Eyes. 


LITTLE experiment in optics 
’ which the French Dr. Canton- 

net calls ‘‘the hole in the hand”’ 
is not merely an oddity but is being 
used as a quick measure for the co- 
ordination of the eyes.

| Garden Series. 


HE soil for vegetable growing 
should be rich and well sup- 
plied with humus or organic 
matter. High quality vegetables can 
not be produced on poor soil, for to 
be crisp and tender they must make 
a quick growth. This can be had 
only when the soil contains sufficient 
available plant food, and is in good 
physical condition. 

Barnyard or stable manure is the 
best fertilizer because it -furnishes 
both plant food and organic matter. 
Unleached stable manure, in which 
straw or finely cut corn fodder has 


| been used as litter, ig the best. Ma-| 


_nure in which shavings or leaves 
have been used is not as good. City | 
street sweepings are frequently avail- 
able at low cost, but must be used 
with care as they are liable to. con- 
tain large amounts of mineral. oil 
from the decomposition of paving 
material and drippings from automo- 
biles. The manure should be applied 
| to the freshly plowed or 


| decay before planting time. If very 
|coarse*manure is used it should be 
| plowed under. 

Where manure is not. available, 
| some leguminous crop, such as cow- 
peas, soy beans, vetch or crimson 
| clover, should be turned under to 
supply humus and a part of the 
nitrogen. In addition to the humus 
added to the soil through the growth 
of these crops, the cultivation neces- 
sitated by their growth: tends to 
make fertilizing elements, especially 
potash, available in many soils.

The use of lime is advisable, es- 
pecially on heavy soils. It is neces- 
sary to use it in cennection with 
green manures or the soil will be- 
come acid. It may be applied in the 
form of air-slaked lime, which is 
usually a mixture of the hydroxid 
and carbonate of calcium, as ground 
ime, or as ground limestone. The 
ground limestone is slower in its at- 
tion than the oxid or the carbonate.

To make this clear to him who 
is not familiar with the brain, 
and the nomenclature of its parts, 
the accompanying diagram has been 
made to show approximately where 
these several centers are. 


HE matter can be even more

As our ears and minds are familiar

quarter tones and eighth tones, and 
they enjoy their music better than 
ours, while we cannot understand it 
at all, because the tiny centers in our 
brains that are for these quarter and 
eighth tones have never been devel- 
oped.
